Weeks ol 
watching with the cautions solicitude of the gar- 
dener watching his tender hot house plants, are 
irlven lo tills Interesting and most ininortnul 
mrt oflhcoyslcrroan'sd-ty. When these arc 
about two years of ago they will npiln bo trans- 
planted to other beds and finally gathered for the 
market. The ago ol thoojcstci' can oasllybe told 
by the rims or successive layers on the shell «s 
will, the rings on the trunk of n tree, each ring 
or laj cr marking » year's g'owtb. At four years 
of age they are ready for tie market, nnd though 
they increase In size up to their eighth and tenth 
year, epicures think the four year old the best. 


Thc^oj'ster_ls never so palatable a» when eaten 


direct from the shell, in ill own liquor, wlthoul 
any addition of any sort. Chief among tho ene- 
miei of the oyster Is the elar fish, which Boat 
down in swarms, and do great damage in a short 
timo to the beds. Tho wh:lk, or small periwink- 
le, it n pest which bores In wa> dlrcitlv through 
the shell, and thus sucks lie life-blood of tbe bl- 


Thc oyster Is found all along the eastern and 


wnlern shores of our continent, as lar north as 
Maine, and south as Ihe Iquator. Great natural 
bods abound In the deep witers ; olf the coast ol 
MassachuiolK and of Georgia bedi of »hclls are 
found Biilllclenlly large lo form breakwater., and 
to wreck vesicle. On Ibe I'acillc coast, inland, 
groat bed. of petrified ojster shells arc found, 
•oino of which are thirlj miles long aud slily 
feel In depth. Epicures consider l!ie American 
oysler the finest in the world. The annual sop- 
nly of tbo London markjt Is set down at 800,- 
000000 a year.

reaches over 8»,000,000 bushel, a year. The 
color of tbe oy.lcr .lull ftric. wilh the locality 
In which it la lound.
